N the Court, before the Front of 
the Houſe, ſtands a Column of white 
Egyptian Granite, out of the Arundel Col- 
leffion. The Shaft weighs betwixt 60 and 70 
hundred Weight, of one Piece. It has a Fillet 
(as very antiently was uſual) five Inches broad 
below, and another at Top, three Inches broad, 
which Fillets projet but half an Inch. The 
Height is 13 Feet and a Half, the Diameter 
wy, Tal and leſſens ſcarce two Inches at 
Top.

Which Letters being read after the Manner 
of the eaſtern Tongues, from the Right Hand 
to the Left, and having the Vowels 
ſupplied, make ASTARTE, the Name by 
which Yenus was worſhipped among the antient 
Nations of the Eaſt.

Two Statues of black Marble, out of the 
Ruins of the Palace of Egypt, in which the 
Viceroys of Pera lived many Years after Cam- 
byſes had conquered Egypt, and returned to 
Perfia.

tues without Arms were in Uſe long after they 
could make them with Arms, not only in 
Egypt, but in Greece.

The Pedeſtals were 
Plinths, that the Termini might be hi 
to ſupport the Architrave over the Door. They 
ſhewed a Pride (as ſome think) to repreſent 
their Captives in this ſervile Poſture of bearing 
and ſupporting. 


The great Gate-Way and Tower into the 
Inner-Court, were Wilkam Earl of 
Pembroke, in the Reign of Queen Elzabeth, 
and finiſhed rk Henry Earl of Pem- 
broke. The ſaid Earl Wilkam received from 
King Henry VIII. a Grant of Wilton- Abbey, 
&c.

Pzxsius the Poet. This ſtands upon an 
antient Altar of Bacchus; round it we may ſee 
the whole Dreſs of his Prieſt, alſo the Thyrſus 
in one Hand: He has a Panther after him, alſo 
two Prieſteſſes going in Proceſſion round the 
Altar: The Thyrfus in the Prieſt's Hand, is 2 
plain Pine-Apple, not adorned with Bunches 
of Grapes, as that mentioned in the Great-Hall; 
which therefore ſeems to be an adorned 
for Bacchus himſelf, and the rather, in 
the trian Altar, upon a Table in the Cube- 
Room, Prieſt has alſo a Thyrſus, but plain 
as this here, only with this Addition, that it 
has Pine-Apples, one at cach End, the Stalks 
being joined at the Middle where his Hand 
holds it. 

In two painted Niches are two Statues; the 
firſt is ATT1s, Cybele's High Prieſt, cloathed as 
a Woman; on which Statue there is a fine Diſ- 
ſertation in Montfaucon, Vol. I. 

In the other Niche is a Statue of AuTUMNUs, 
with Autumnal Fruit.

mus or Zailus; they are genteel Figures, and 
elegantly cloath d; it is Baſſo Relievo.

It was found in the Earth near Epheſus, in 
which were mix'd fome Minerals, which have 
given it a Stain that makes it look like old 
Ivory. His Sandal is a fine Repreſentation of 
the antient Shape, and Manner of fixing it. 


The Statue of URANIA the Muſe, with her 
Symbol cut on the Plinth, with fo reverend an 
Air of old Age, that Cardinal 1Mzzarime would 
not ſuffer any Part of it to be mended. 


A Relievo. A Bull, with his Head adorn'd 
with a Mitre and Fillets; the Middle of his 
Belly bound round with a Ribband. He that 
facrifices is naked, with his Head laureated; 
he leads the Bull with his Right-Hand. The 
Popa or Prieſt follows behind, Hureated hke- 
wite, and cloathed from the Naval to his 
Knees; in his Right-Hand is a facrificing Olla 
or Pot, and in his Left-Hand is the Ax.

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A very large A. Relievo. Weighing about x 
Tun and a half, that was a Frieze in a Greek 
Temple of Diana and It repreſents the 
Story of Niabe and her Children, &c. Here 
are ſeven Sons and ſeven Daughters, ſu 
to be hunting in the Heat; and being ill, the 
Father aad Mother, &c. come out of the 
Shade, in which they are to fave two of them. 
All the Figures and Trees, eſpecially the Hor- 
ſes on which the Sons ride, are fo high, that 
the Heads and Necks ſtand off without touch- 
ing the Marble behind. The Foreſt Cythærum 
in Bezotia, in which are hunting, is fine- 
ly repreſented; and at a Diſtance, by ſome of 
the Trees, Sylvanus, the Divinity of the Woods, 
fits looking on with a grave Concern. In this, 
neither Apallo nor Diana appear, by which pro- 
bably it was intended to repreſent their Deaths, 
as proceeding from the Heat of the Sun, the 
Rays of which are as Ap2/#'s Arrows: He is, 
indeed, often in Medals fo repreſented, either 
by the Sun alone, or with the Rays round his 
Head. Thus, by the Heat of the Sun, which 
was Apalla, and from the Fatigue of Hunting, 
over which Diana prefided, they got ſome mor- 
+ tal Fever. An Arrow flicks in one only, as 

a Symbol, it being inſenſible wience it comes. 
Here are twenty Figures; Sylvanus and three 
old Men, (the Father and two Uncles or Tu- 
tors) and two old Women, (the Mother and 
a Nurſe or Aunt) ſeven Sons, ſeven Daughters;

on Foot, as are the Daughters.

Having the Inſcription, 
called Borffrophedon, the Writing in the ſuc- 
ceſſive Lines going forward and bacxward :

This was efteemed the 
moſt antient Way of Writing, and proves the 
great Antiquity of this Marble. The Figures 
repreſent a Hiſtory agreeable to the Inſcription. 
In the Middle is a Tripos of a very curious 
and iar Form, fu by three Feet, 
with eng Projections — another ; on 
the uppermoſt of which is the Patera. The 
Dedicating of a Tripos was an uſual Expreſſion 
of Thanks to the Deity among the Antients; 
and accordingly this (with the Inicription above) 
is th. Expreſſion of the Father's Thanks to Ju- 
iter, who 1s here lented fitting in a Chair, 
is Head bound with a Diadem and an Eagle 
not held, but reſting on the Palm of his Hand, 
as ready to go and come at Command. The 
other Figure repreſcnts a Libation made by the 
Son, who waſhes his Hands in a Bowl ſct on 
the Tripos of the common Form *.
